A country-wide survey, similar to that re- 
cently undertaken in England, is being 
carried out by the local authorities in the 
Free State at the request of the Department 
of Local Government and Public Health, with 
the object of faon the number of 
existing dwellinghouses which are unfit for 
human habitation. 

Engineer to the Board 
of Health in North County Dublin, stated to 
the Local Government. (Dublin) Tribunal, in 
his evidence at yesterday 's sitting in the 
Four Courts, that in respect of County Dub- 
lin this survey was now almost completed, 
and he understood the figures were in the 
course of being compiled im other parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Russell emphasised the necessity for 
a check on ribbon development of North 
County Dublin. The proposed added area in 
that district was, he said, mainly agrticul- 
tural, tillage being carried out on a large 
scale, and by reason of that fact the hinter- 
land "along to Baldoyle enjoyed a proximity 
value to the City of Dublin.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The degrée of sationality desirable in firms 
Operating in the Free State is mentioned in 
one of the resolutions which will be cun- 
sidered at the thirty-first annual general 
meeting of the National Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Development Association to-night. 

The resolution is to the eftect that the de- 
finition of acceptable n.embership of the Asso- 
ciation should in future be that the firms are 
nationally owned and controlled; that ap- 
proved firms with a monopoly are not in 
opposition to being nationally owned and con- 
trolled; that those foreign firms in existence 
since 1932 have not taken advantage of their 
resources to compete unfairly with those 
nationally owned, and that the firms’ mem- 
bership is in the best interests oi the country.

A County Sligo farmer sold his cow in 
order to make up £11 10s., which, he 
stated, he gave to a travelling tinker to 
coin half-crowns for him, according to a 
story told at a special Court in Sligo, 
before Mr. C. R. East, P.C., when John 
Cawley, of no fixed abode, was charged 
with obtaining money by false pretences 
from Michael Cosgrove, Cloghogue, Castle- 
baldwin.

Trial and Error 


Disillusionment was the keynote of 
Mr. Anthony Eden’s speech in the 
British House of Commons yesterday. 
For months past the firmness of his 
attitude towards Italy has been a target of 
abuse from powerful sections of the Con- 
servative Party. Now the Labour Party 
actually accuses him of a lack of firmness. 
Thus assailed from both sides—and for 
apparently self-contradictory reasons—Mr. 
Eden can be pardoned the note of bitter- 
ness that appears in his speech. To us in 
Ireland, and to observers in every other 
nation in the world, it must be manifest 
that the British Government—which is to 
say, Mr. Anthony Eden—has provided the 
only serious opposition to Italy’s spirit of 
aggression; and, if the League has failed 
to. live up to the letter of its own 
Covenant, Great Britain most certainly is 
exempt from blame. In the Labour 
members’ view, it is not the League which 
has “ let down ” Great Britain, but Great 
Britain who has “ let down ” the League. 
So monstrous an allegation needs no 
rebuttal, and Mr. Eden did not try to 
argue it last night; rightly, he contented 
himself with a simple denial. Yet, in 
approving Mr. Eden’s attitude and answer, 
we can find some excuse for the Labour 
members. British Conservatives never have 
reposed any great faith in the League of 
Nations, but to British Socialists it has 
been the high-water mark of modern 
statesmanship, and the nearest approach 
to the ideal of international solidarity and 
of world peace. They have suffered a 
cruel disappointment, and disappointed 
men can be forgiven if they vent their 
spleen upon the nearest available 
victim, The regret of the Socialists, how- 
ever, can be nothing to that of Mr. 
Eden. For six months he has fought to 
maintain the structure of the League 
intact against Italy’s defiance; thanks to 
the nation which was once the League’s 
staunchest champion, his fight has resulted 
in defeat, and the League is in danger of 
doom. We do |not envy Mr. Eden his 
disillusionment. 

“ We have now got to face the failure 
of the League,” says Mr. Eden. We fear 
that he is right; and nobody has better 
reason for disquietude than the citizens of 
the Irish Free State and of other small 
nations, to whom the Covenant of the 
League has been a charter of security. It 
is unlikely that the Free State—astill 
secure in the protection of the whole 
British Commonwealth—will have Abys- 
sinia’s need of the League for many years 
to come; yet, without the certainty of 
League help, in a moment of crisis her 
security is liable at any time to challenge, 
On three occasions a weak nation has been 
assailed by a strong neighbour, and on al] 
three occasions the League has shrunk 
from its duty. First, Signor Mussolini 
shelled the island of Corfu. Ten 


years later Japan began the series of 


incursions which have brought within her 
power a third of the Chinese Republic. 
Finally, Italy’s huge and powerful army 
was hurled against the half-naked savages 
of Ethiopia, and to-day Signor Mussolini 
can boast. that “ Ethiopia is Italian.” ' Do 
not these three failures provide sufficient 
evidence of the League’s uselessness? The 
question arises: Is it worth while to try 
again—to worry any further about the 
League? Would it not be the saner thing 
to admit that Geneva has failed, and to 
abandon President Wilson’s conception as 
& bad job? Millions of people throughout 
the world to-day must harbour these 
thoughts. The League has many functions, 
but one supreme function—to compel the 
the means of arbitration and to ban all 
recourse to arms. In fact, not merely has

In the next place, the 
League, if it is to possess any real power, 
ought to have a police force of its own—a 
force whose operations will be dictated by 
the Council alone, and will be subject to 
the control of no single Government. The 
expense of such a force would fall with 
disproportionate severity upon the Great 
Powers, but, we think, would be well 
repaid. Without these fundamental 


cannot hope to become a reality. Three 
times it has been weighed in the balance, 
and three times it has been found wanting.

Stability in Asia 
Yesterday in the Japanese Diet Mr. 
Arita, the Foreign Minister, had a great 
deal to say about his country’s efforts “ to 
ensure the stability of East Asia.”

In the course of his speech 
Mr. Arita drew attention to the grave 
results which might come from Russia’s 
‘excessive armaments ” in Siberia, and 
her occasional ‘‘ wanton resort to arms on 
the dogmatic assumption that trespass had 
been committed. upon her territories.’’ The 
fact is, however, that Russia’s fortifica- 
tions are purely defensive, and that the 
‘‘wanton resort to arms” is quite as 
much Japan’s fault as hers. West of the 
new State of Manchukuo lies Outer 
and beyond that again is 
Siberia. Outer Mongolia is a “ no-man’s. 
land ” of the most dangerous type; for it 
is in a condition of chronic anarchy, and 
could offer no resistance to a determined 
invader. The situation which may develop 
there within the next few years may be 
exactly that which develops when two 
large dogs want the same bone. Russia 
does not want it very much, but it is 
highly important to her as a buffer-State 
between her territoriés and Manchukuo, 
and, if it falls, another protection against 
Japan will have gone. Already there is a 
tension between the two Great Powers 
which is reflected . in’ occasional’ border 
incidents and ..in almost continuous 
intrigues with the Mongolians. Last 
year Japan was negotiating for the right 
to instal telegraph services, there, and was 
asking for other facilities.

The Flying Flea 


Some time ago a French airman wrote 
a book to describe the construction of a 
light aeroplane of his own design. A 
machine built on these lines succeeded in 
crossing the Channel from France to 
England; and within a very short time 
numerous~English enthusiasts began to 
build for themselves “Flying Fleas.’’ 
The air at last seemed really to be 
conquered; for a competent carpenter 
apparently could build an aeroplane that 
would fly him anywhere within reason. 
In England more and more “Flying 
Fleas’ were built privately; and then 
became more and more frequent the 
reports of those who had crashed in these 
same. “Flying Fleas.’’ The public 
accepted the accidents in the interests of 
progress; but now the Air League in 
London has decided that the loss of life is 
not justified by the results. On Monday 
the pilot engaged by the League to test 
a “Flying Flea.’ was killed near an 
aerodrome in Kent. Flight Lieutenant 
Cowell went to Penshurst on this mission, 
and with complete success he made his 
preliminary trials. He then took the 
“ Flying Flea ” into the air in the ordi- 
nary way, and at the height of about 300 
feet he began to make a circuit of the 
aerodrome. As the movement almost was 
completed the “ Flea’’ suddenly made a 
dive for no reason apparent to the 
spectators on the ground, and it was a 
dive from which it never recovered. 
There was no engine failure, and no 
structural collapse—the machine simply 
crashed to the ground. The skill of the 
pilot was beyond all reproach. This was 
the. second time in England where a 
‘Flying Filea’’ was involved in an 
explicable disaster; and there have been 
five other fatal accidents in France, As 
a result the Air League strongly has urged 


the owners of “ Flying Fleas ” to suspend | 


flying until some examination has been 
made of the capabilities of their machines. 
We fear, however. that the ‘‘ Run-about '' 
aeroplane only will be perfected at a great 
cost of human life.

AN INTERIM

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article :—It was inevitable that yester- 
day’s debate on foreign policy should fail 
to estabiish any definite programme of 
action, in the two main fields in which the 
resources of European statesmanship must 
presently be deployed. The Foreign Secre- 
tary very rightly declined to invite debate 
on the questions which are to be sub- 
mitted to Hérr Hitler to-day. The pur- 
kag of these questions is to clear the way 
or negotiation leading to a resettlement 


of European relations upon new under- 
takings fortified in a new degree by con- 


ciliation and consent. It was. described 
by Mr. Eden as the winning of opportunity 
out of crisis, and it could not be furthered 
by random and premature: public discus- 
sion. Mr. Eden was also justified in 
refusing to specify the precise contribu- 
tion which the British Government will 
be able to make to the deliberations of 
the League Council next Monday. It is 
clearly impossible to anticipate conclu- 
sions, which will be those not of the 
British Government alone, but of all the 
Governments. represented in the Council. 
It was a reasonable request that the 
House should grant him a measure of con- 
fidence until the meeting is held. The 
British share in the review of League 
action and its results, and of the imme- 
diate responsibilities of the Council must, 
as before, be finally shaped and con- 
ditioned by collective international 
counsel. This is not to say that the 
Foreign Secretary will go to Geneva faint- 
hearted, planless or unpledged. He put

The notice to 
the underwriters points out that as these 
are ' honour policies" claims presented 
should be settled with as little delay as 
possible. This intimation applies to all 
the claims, whether made on policies taken 
out in the last minute rush before the 
Budget was introduced or at apv other 
time. Underwriters had refused to pay 
on last-minute claims pending the comple- 
tion of the inquiry by the Committee of 
Lloyds into the alleged leakages of officia! 
information. It is now stated that the 
amount of all pre-Budget risks is at least 
£50,000, and in some quarters it is esti- 
mated to be as high as £100,000.

THE Duke of Kent presented medals for 
gallantry to all seven members of the 
Ballycotton (County Cork) lifeboat crew 
to-day, and to eight lifeboatmen from 
Great Britain, at the annual meeting of 
the Royal National Lifeboat Institution at 
the Central Hall, Westminster. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the Institution that a whole crew, or a 
father and son, have been thus honoured 
on the same occasion. 

The Duke was supported on the plat- 
form by seven M.P.’s, Captain Dalton, the 
Irish Mayor of Westminster, and twenty- 
eight Mayors, the High Commissioner for 
the Free State (Mr. J. W. Dulanty), and 
representatives of ten foreign countries. 


THE RESCUE 


On February 13 last the Ballycotton 
heroes rescued the whole crew of the Daunt 
Rock lightship, which is anchored twelve 
miles from the village. Their lifeboat was 
on service for sixty-three hours in a hurri- 
cane, and in that time her crew had only 
three hours’ sleep. This achievement was 
described to-day as ' one of the most ex- 
hausting and daring in the history of the 
lifeboat service.’’ e Institution awards 
va r; follows :— 

0 Coxswain Patrick Sliney the go 
medal, the V.C. of the vital gnáis ge 
only for the most conspicuous allantry.

THE MEDALS 


The medals will be re-presented to the 
men at Ballycotton by the Most Rev. Dr. 
Roche, Bishop of Cloyne, and are each 
supplemented by the Society’s vellum and 
£10. They bear on the obverse a bust of 
King George V., and on the reverse three 
men In a lifeboat, one of whom is in the 
act of rescuing an exhausted man from 
the waves. The inscription here is: “ Let 
not the deóp sea aisles me up.” The 
colour of the corded silk ribbon attached 
to the medal is blue. 

An interested spectator to-day was Mrs. 
Sliney, the coxswain’s wife. Since the 
establishment of the Ballycotton station 
more than half a century ago her people 
have been connected wit the service. 
Of 117 issued, this is the third gold 
medal to be awarded to an Irishman. 
Father John M. O'Shea, now P.P. of 
Ballyporeen, Co. Tipperary, when a curate 
at Ardmore, County Waterford, in 1911, 
made, with others, a gallant attempt to 
rescue the crew of a small schooner. He 
was awarded the gold medal. The third 
recipient was the late Mr. T. McCombie, 
master of the steamer Tearaght. 
Speaking to Coxswain Sliney after the 
meeting to-day, the Duke of Kent asked 
him details of the rescue, and congratu- 
lated him and the crew on their magnifi- 
cent devotion to duty. He inquired of 
Mr. T. L. M. Fuge, Irish Organisin 
Secretary, and Commander Upton, Trish 
District Inspector, of the number of 
stations and of the working of the service 
in Ireland, and they told him of the wide- 
spread support given to the Institution 
by the lak; ople. 

Mr. Bob Mahoney, Hon. Secretary of 
the Ballycotton station, was presented 
with a pair of binoculars this morning by 
Sir Godfrey Baring, Bart., Chairman of 
the Institution, and Colonel Satter- 
thwaite, O.B.E., Secretary, in recognition 
of his valuable help when the crew of the 
lightship were rescued. 


THE KING’S SALUTE 
As the crew, dressed in their oilskins, 
were assembled outside their hotel at 
Victoria this morning for photographs, 
King Edward passed by in a limousine on 
his way to inspect the Irish Guards. 
Recognising the men he gave them a 
salute and smilingly waved his hand as 
his one, bhé a few feet away. They 
acknowledged his greeting. 
There was tremendous cheering from 
the packed hall as the men received their 
medals from the Duke of Kent.
